Fusillade of Cartridges Kept Up After 
They Attack the Blaze—Art 
Editor Badly Hurt. 


Two smah boys entered the sporting 
g00ds store of Jacob Scheme! at 28 River- 
dale Avenue, Yonkers, yesterday morn- 
ing and bought 5 cents’ worth of fire- 
crackers. Schemel served them and then 
stepped into the back yard to continue 
work on a bicycle he was repairing. An 
instant later there was a terrific explo- 
sion, 

The whole front of the store was blown 
out. The display window, in which had 
been stored several hundred dollars’ 
worth of fireworks, was a mass of 
flames. Roman candles, pin wheels,’ shy 
rockets, becoming ignited one after the 
other, shot out into the street, scattering 
sparks of red and blue flame, and send- 
ing wadding and packing of giant fire- 
crackers flying about like shot. 

The uproar made by the exploding fire- 
works was continuous. The effect of the 
explosion on houses across the street was 
like the bombardment of big guns. A 
mass of fireworks, blown outward by the 
force of others, and exploding as it flew

The incessant explosions caused a great 
crowd to gather, and the police reserves 
called to keep them back from the 
danger line. The fireworks in the store 
continued to explode at frequent Iinter- 
Vals, aud every now and then an es- 
pecially strong #xwuston wog)}d send party 
of the blaging fireworks and fixtures inte 
the street. 

Ta Montagna, a blacksmith, was shoeing 
a horse in the shop of Daniel Devlin next 
door to the undertaking establishment. 
The horse reared in fright at the first 
sound of the explosion, and before Mon- 
tagnau could jump out of the way of the 
animal's heels, two wheels of a baby car- 
ringe came flying In through the door 
and struck him upon the forehead, knock- 
ing him half senseless, directly beneath 
the hoofs of the frightened horse. He was 
badly kicked before some one pulled him 
away. 

Schemel had many revolver and rifle 
eartridges in stock and these withstood 
the heat for some time. When the fire- 
men under Chief Mulcahey arrived, how- 
ever, they were greeted by a fusillade 
of bullets. Bullets flew out into the 
street from all directions, making i¢ un- 
safe for the firemen to approach near 
enough to cope with the flames, 

For a time they were compelled to di- 
rect thelr lines of hose from a safe dis- 
and at all sorts of angles where 
the bullets were calculated not to reach. 
Finally, however, the last :artridge was 
expoded, and then the firemen went at the 
blaze at close quarters. Even as they 
worked, however, sky rockets and Roman 
candles occasionally shot out of the store 
with a hiss and a roar, causing the fire- 
men and spectators to scatter. 

It was some time before the blaze was 
out, and then the store had been almost 
demolished. The hallway of the adjoin- 
ing apartment house had, been blown 
down, and the stores on either side of 
Schemel's place showed the effects of the 
bombardment they had suffered. Their 
windows were broken, and the fronts of 
the stores badly burned and damaged. 

In the flat house above Schemel's place 
there had been a panic among the ten- 
ants, but escape by way of the street had 
been impossible, and so they had re- 
mained in their rooms while the explo- 
sions went on beneath them. 

Two ambulances were called soon after 
the first explosion, and Drs. Hagan and 
Fischman from ‘St. John's and St. Joseph's 
Hospitais were kept busy dressing the 
injuries of a score of firemen and spec- 
tators who had been cut or burned. Lee 
and Montagna, both of whom were badly 
cut, were attended by the ambulance 
surgeons. Cantell and Penchard went to 
a drug store, where Dr. P. H. McCormick 
dressed their wounds. 

The damage to Schemel’s store and the 
adjoining property is estimated at $3,000. 
Schemel's stock is destroyed. It is su 

at one of the. boys who bought 
irecracKers just a few minutes before 
the explosion must have lighted one while 
still in the store and have thrown {ft into 
the show window instead of into the 
street. The boys probably got out of the 
way before the explosion, for they were 
not seen afterward.

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STRIKE DEPUTY SLAIN. 


Fatal Fight in Chester—Part of Trol- 
ley Bridge Burned.

CHESTER, Penn., June 30.—A Deputy 


Sheriff was killed to-day in a fight causcd 
by the trolley strike here. The burning 
of a section of the trolley bridge over a 
ravine near Claymont to-day is also 
charged to the strike. 

Late this afternoon David Murphy, Jr., 
of Trainer, a village one mile south of 


this city, was on his way home from 
work, when he and Darvin Spence, 4 
Deputy Sheriff, became involved in an 
argument. Spence, it is alleged, shot 
twice at Murphy. One bullet passed 
through Murphy's right shoulder, the 
other through his left shoulder. 

Although severely wounded, Murphy 
grappled with Spence, and after a strug- 
gle, managed to get the Deputy’s revolver. 
Then Murphy shot Spence through the 
head and the Deputy died almost in- 
stantly, Murphy was placed under ar- 
rest.

“BUFFALO FLIER” IN PERIL. 


Wheel of Erie Tratn’s Locomotive De- 
railed as it Sped Around Curve. 


Passengers on thé Erie Railroad train 
known as the “ Buffalo Fier,” which 
left Buffalo at 8:15 o'clock yesterday 
morning, gave a sigh of thankfulness 
when the reason why the traip pulled up 
suddenly about half a mile from Curve 
18, between Shohola Glen and Port Jervis, 
became known to them. 

About 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, as 
the train was rounding the curve, some- 
thing went wrong with the large middle 
driving wheel. the locomotive on the in- 
side rail. It was nearly half a mile be- 
fore the train pulled up, and then it was 
found that the wheel was off the track 
and had cut off all the track bolts and 
rivets it had encountered. 

As the train runs at that point at an 
elevation of about seventy feet above the

FIRED STORE FOR REVENGE. 


Convict Just Released Throws Lighted 
Match Among Curtains. 


Seeking revenge for having been sent to 
prison, Joseph Liston, alias James 
O’Brien, a homeless young man, who was 
liberated only yesterday morning from 
Blackwell's Island, where he had served 
a nine-months’ term for malicious mis- 
chief, tried last night to set fire to the 
big Berlin department store at Willough- 
by Avenue and Broadway, Williamsburg, 
while it was crowded with shoppers. 

It was in September last that Liston 
threw a stone through a large show win- 
dow of this same store, doing great dam- 
age and narrowly missing striking sev- 
eral persons. When Liston was sentenced 
to Blackwell's Island for the offense he 
threatened revenge. After being set free 
yesterday morning he went to Williams- 
burg, where he was seen hanging around 


the store, 

Shortly after 5 o'clock he sneaked into 
the building and went to the third floer, 
where he stopped at the lace curtain 
counter and pretended to be examining 
some goods. While one the saleswo- 
men had her back tu to Liston she 
heard the striking of a match, aad turn- 
ing quickly, saw him throw the match 
among a pile of lace curtains. 

Supt. John Schimmermann heard che 
saleswoman’s screams. Several shoppers 
when they saw what had happened, rush 
down the stairs and alarmed the people 
below. Schimmermann stamped on the 
match just as it began ‘to ignite the 
curtains, and other employes seized Lis- 
ton. The man fought- desperately, but 
he was thrown to the floor and sat upon. 

When the shoppers learned of Liston’s 
attempt they became indignant and many 
of them tried to attack him. He was 
detained in the store until policemen 
came, when he was taken to the police 


station and locked up. ;

PHILADELPHIA, June 30.—The police 
believe that the death of Dr. W. H. Wil- 
60n, who died last Friday after drinking 
& bottle of ale sent him by express, was 
the result of a plot, probably plannea 
by relatives of some woman whom he 
had treated, 

To-day Frank Paul, a Coroner's detect- 
ive, paid a visit to New York, returning 
to-night. He refused to say anything 
about his trip or what he had found, and 
spent the evening in a conference with 
Coroner Jermon. It is understood, how- 
ever, that he visited the office of the 
District Attorney in New York. 

Upon the information obtained by the 
Coroner's detective, Paul, in New York, it 
is asserted, depends the future action of 
the authorities in the case of Dn Wilson. 
That the man suspected of sending poison 
to Dr, Wilson is a Philadelphian, and that 
he is not now in the city, is admitted. It 
ls supposed that he went to New York, 
and it is for the purpose of tracing his 
movements there and ascertaining wheth- 
er he might not have sailed for Europe 
that Detective Paul went to that city, 

Dr. Wilson had a large acquaintance 
among theatrical and professional people 
in New York, and at one time was man- 
ager of Bostock’s animal show at Coney 
Island while Bostock himself was in 
Europe. 

A report has gained currency that the 
feadly drug apparently contained in the 
ale. was cyanide of potassium, but it has 
not been officially confirmed. The chem- 
ists have not made a report, as they have 
not been able to determine what the 
poison was. 

A denial that the firm of Peter Schemm 
& Son, brewers, had sent out by a local 
express company several hundred sample 
bottles of a new ale, to be tested by 
physicians and others, served to strength- 


en the official theory that Dr. Wilson 
was the victim of a plot. 

The Superintendent of the brewery said 
that the firm had never brewed any ale, 
and did not send samples of its product 
dut by the local package delivery com- 

anies. He also declares that not only 
the letter which Dr. Wilson received with 
the bottle of ale asking him to test it 
was a forgery, but that the letterhead 
itself was bogus. 

At the North Seventh Street house, 
where Dr. Wilson had lived for about 
fourteen years, there never has been any 
Sign indicating that a physician lived 
there. He did not do a general practice 
In the neighborhood. 


Prothonotary and Bureau of Health of- 
fices revealed the fact that Dr. Wilson’s 
hame was never recorded on the register 
of Philadelphia county physicians. 

Coroner Jermon said to-day that he 
never received any complaints concerning 
the physician. His theory is that the

Last Month’s Receipts a Record—

last month had a value of $10,548,680.28.

The Philippines,and beet sugar makers 
in Germany are supplying considerable 
sugar for local consumption, owing to the 
shortage of the Cuban crop. The heavy 
importations of raw sugar during the 


month are due principally to the fact that 
many of the refiners heia off before pur- 
chasing, and the heavy shipments which 
have recently come in are the result of 
an accumulation of buying during May.

His picture was in 
the rogues’ gallery, but none knew it 
until eighteen months later, when he was 
confronted with the picture and exposed 
in his own saloon. As a result he de- 
cided to sell, and started a system which 
he. called his “ Third Alarm.”’ 

The ‘‘third alarm” consisted in send- 
ing word quickly to the factories in the 
vicinity that everything in the house was 
free for the day and that each man would 
ecnfer a personal favor by drinking and 
eating everything in sight. The alarm 
was sent out when Hazzard had a buyer 
in view. The buyer, seeing the enormous 
crowd and hearing the continued click 
of the cash register, concluded that it was 
a safe and a well-paying investment. 
Hazzard never sold outright. He always 
held a part interest and gradually froze 
out his “ partner.”

A 
band of a couple of hundred men, without 
leaders even of local importance, can by 
no stretch of the imagination be invested 
with the status of an army. 

The prime cause of the outbreak was 


the destitution of the men who were 
thrown out of work through the shutting 


down of mines and industrial plants. In 
some regions unemployed men, being in 
this frame of mind, were easily worked 
upon by Mexican agitators who had taken 
refuge in the United States, and two years 
ago began a movement designed to foment 
popular sentiment here against foreign- 


ers. 

That unscrupulous plot falled ignomin- 
jously, and since that time the agitators 
have been looking for a favorable con- 
juncture of circumstances to start a ris- 
ing against the Federal Government. 
Their opportunity came when many peo- 
ple in Northern Mexico were out of work 


and when the active criminal element 
could be easily enlisted in a scheme for 
looting towns where there was no mili- 
tary protection. The movement shows 
lack of careful organization, and is desti- 
tute of strong leadership. 

It is regarded at the national capital as 
most regrettable that a Texan town 
should have been taken as the base of one 
of the marauding party’s operations, but 
the good-will shown by the Washington 
Government in aiding in repressing the 
activities of bad characters on the Amert- 
can side of the border gives much satis- 
faction here, and there is no excitement 
over the border raids. It is believed, in 
fact, that the troubte is nearly ended. 

In no sense is the disturbance worthy of 
being characterized as a rebellion. Now 
that both Governments are acting har- 
moniously, I believe an end will be made

WASHINGTON, June 80.—While this 
Government is watching with interest the 
developments acrors the Rio Grande, the 
belief is general that the trouble in Mex- 
ico is nearing {ts end.

Gen. A. L. Myer 
that he was throwing his cavalry along 
the border to head off fleeing raiders 
that may seek refuge in Texas. A strong 
cordon of American and State troops has 
been formed, the Texas Rangers occupy- 
| part of the line, 

ttorney General Bonaparte had a con- 
ference to-day with Assistant Secretary 
of State Bacon, who hurried back on re- 
ceipt of the news that matters were crit- 


ical. Only the questions of international 


were «iiscussed. It was decided that this 
Government is well within its rights in 
maintaining the military guard and in 
preventing Mexican raiders from fleeing 
to American soll or making Texas a base 
of operations, 

Gen. Myer has been given a practically 
free hand in the disposition of his forces 
and in the handling of the problem as 
conditions arise. He has the complete 
| conficence of the War Department, is a 
conservative and accomplished officer, 
and is well versed in the intricacies of 
the situation he is called upon to handle. 

Del Rio is to be made the centre of 7 
rations of the American troops, since the 
Mexican raiders are supposed to be ope- 
rating principally in the State of Coahuila, 
whic orders Texas at this point. 

Reports thus far indicate that only four 
troops of cavalry ,have been ordercd out 
|on duty by Gen. Myer, but it ts thought 
that more may be on the march, not be- 
cause they are needed, but because the

The envoy is also 
Governor of the State of Chihuahu 
which borders on the disturbed zone, an 
is thoroughly familiar with the condi- 
tions leading to the uprising. Sefior Godoy, 
the Mexican Chargé, was a caller at the 
State Department to-day, but he was un- 
able to tell when his chief would come 
although he notified Acting Secretary of 
State Bacon that the Mexican Embassy 
had been officially notified that the Am- 
bassador would return to Washington. 

The presence here of Gen. Powell Clay- 
ton, for years American Minister to Mex- 
ico, is believed to have significance. Gen. 
Clayton knows the Mexican aituation 
thoroughly, and his advice in the present 
crisis is invaluable. He is known to have 
seen the State Department officials, but 
declines to discuss the nature of his visit, 

Officials of the Administration believe 
the uprising is all but,ended. The Mex- 
ican Government is taking vigerous meas- 
ures, and is making an effort to surround 
and wipe out the bandits. As a result 
of to-day’s conferences and deliberations 
this Government will lend all aid to the 
Diaz Administration, the State Depart- 
ment, the War Department, and the De- 
partment of Justice all working together 
to assist in putting down the trouble on 
the Texas border. This aid is rendered 
chiefly to prevent infractions of interna- 
tional law growing out of the disturbance, 
and to avoid any unfortunate misunder- 
standings with a friendly power. 


EL PASO, Texas, June 30.—Raiders to- 
day attacked the Mexican post at Palo- 
mas, Chihuahua, 100 miles west of El 
Paso, and were repulsed after a battle 
with the garrison. pocerting to advices 
received by the El Paso & Southwestern 
Railroad, their .foreman at Mimbres, 
N. M., is a prisoner in the hands of the 
outlaws. Some bombs were thrown and 
one of the raiders is reported killed.

$300,000,000 FOR FAR EAST. 


Duma Has Authorized $46,000,000 for 
Army Supplies and Material. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 380.—The 
Duma to-night adopted the bill introduced 
by the Minister of War authorizing the 
expenditure of $46,000,000 for the comple- 
tion of army supplies and material. The 
appropriation will be devoted almost ex- 
clusively to the military needs of Trans- 
baikalia, the construction of fortifications 
at Vladivostok, and capacious barracks at 
several centres with the best available 
artillery eQuipment. 

The War Office also obtained the 
Duma’'s tentative approval of its pro- 

ramme for the expenditure of a further 

100,000,000 in 1909-11 for the same pur- 
pose, together with the estimated expense 
of building the Amur Railroad. The 
Duma already has given its consent to 
the total expenditure of more than $300,- 
000,000 to assure the defense of Russia's 
Far Eastern possessions. } 

Dissatisfaction was again expressed by 
the Duma at the position occupied by 
the Grand Dukes in the army. Count 
Viadimir Bobrinsky, who had charge of 
the yg a bill, declared that it 
was the solemn duty of the Duma to 
demand that the Cabinet bring to the 
Emperors attention the ruinous results 
of the ‘4ouole-headed and triple-headed 
authority existing in the army. 

Lieut. Gen. Rudiger, the Minister of 
War, in reply stated that the Emperor 
‘vas contemplating reforms in the army 
which, he believed, would result in abol- 
ishing the causes of disunion. 


RIDDLE GAINING STRENGTH, 


Ambassador to St. Petersburg Hopes 
Soon to Leave Hospital. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 30.—John W. 
Riddle, the American Ambassador to Rus-| 
sia, who has been threatened with an at-| 
tack of pneumonia, continues to gain 
strength. The attending physicians con- 


sider that their patient is convalescing 
satisfactorily. 

To-day Mr. Riddle received Irwin B. 
Laughlin, Second Secretary of the Em-| 
bassy, who will leave to-morrow on a two 
months’ vacation. Mr. Riddle said that 
he was feeling much better and was espe- | 
clally pleased at being able to eat a less!

THANKS FROM MULAI HAFID. 


Also Wants $100,000 from People Who 
Prefer Him as Sultan. 


TANGIER, June 380—A letter from 
Mulai Hafid, the insurgent Sultan of 
Morocco, was read aloud in the mosque 
here to-day.

PRINCE OVERCOME AT TRIAL. 


Eulenburg Taken Back to Hospital— 
Calls Witnesses Mad. 


BERLIN, June 80.—The trial of Prince 
Philip zu Eulenburg on charges of per- 
jury and subornation of perjury in con- 
nection with the “round table” scandal 
of last year was continued to-day. The 
hearings are private. 

The Prince pleaded not guilty, and de- 
clared that the Munich witnesses had 
either been bribed or were mad, The 


court began to-day by taking the testi- 
mony of Baron Alphonse de Rothschild 
of Vienna, who was given precedence be- 
cause he urged the necessity of his imme- 
diate return to the Austrian capital. 

The Prince was attended in court A a 
physician. He remarked that he had 
slept well, as he had taken an effective 
sleeping draught last night. During the 
afternoon session, however, he was sud- 
denly overcome with weakness, and res- 
toratives had to be applied. 

The sitting was then suspended until to- 
morrow. The Prince was removed in an 
automobile to the Charity Hospital, where 
he is being held a prisoner.

RUSH 
HOUSE OF COMMONS 


Cordon of Police Keeps Them 
Out and Premier Asquith 


Refuses to See Them. 


SOME USE MEGAPHONES 


Speak from Boats In Thames—Bold 
Spirits Break Windows at Down- 
Ing Street with Stones. 


LONDON, June 80.—Contrasted with the 
recent orderly and impressive suffragette 
demonstrations, to-day’s demonstration 
was a comparative failure, Indeed, it was 
calculated rather to injure than to ad- 
vance the cause it intended to serve. 
Nothing like the number of suffragettes 
anticipated appeared on the scene, and 
the affair seemed to lack a definite plan 
The real leaders in the 
attack on the House of Commons, in 
fact, remained behind at Caxton Hall, re- 
serving themselves, as they now explain, 
for a really serious invasion of Parlia- 
ment on Thursday. 

The police mounted and on foot were in 
strong force in the neighborhood of the 
Parliament buildings, and for two or three 
hours that neighborhood was the scene of 
riots and skirmishes on account of the 
efforts of the suffragettes to break 
through the police cordon and reach the 
lobby of the House of Commons. 

Numerous ruses and disguises were em- 
ployed for this purpose, but none suc- 
ceeded. In the end, twenty-nine of the 
women were arrested, including two bold 
spirits who drove in a cab to Downing 
Street and threw stones and smashed the 
windows of the Premier’s residence, and 
others who chartered boats on the Thames 
and tried to harangue the members of the 
House on the terrace through mega- 
phones. 


Mrs. Asquith and her daughter watched 
the scenes from the balcony overlooking 


Parliament Square. 
Mrs. Asquith had been watching events 
in the street with her daughter and a 
overness, but the party was swept away 
y a sudden rush of the mob and some- 
what roughly addressed and handled by 
a policeman, who supposed they were auf- 
fragettes. Mrs. Asquith then disclosed her 
identity, and the policeman escorted her 
to safety in the hotel. She afterward ex- 
pressed her strong disapproval of the 
methods of the militant suffragettes. 
The Premier himself left Parliament on 
foot and passed unrecognized, although 
there were enormous crowds about. 
Scenes of the greatest disorder occurred, 
but it is estimated that not more than 5 
er cent. of those gathered in Parliament 
quare were women, 
HKarlier in the afternoon the women 


had assembled to the number of several 
hundred {in Caxton Hall and sent a depu- 
tation to the House of Commons for the 
urpose of interviewing Premier Asquith 

n the matter of the immediate granting 
of the franchise to women. At the House, 
however, the members of this deputation 
were met by a solid body of police and 
were refused admission. 

The Premier, also, in a curt message, 
declined to see them, and when the dele- 
gation returned to Caxton Hall their ar- 
rival was the signal for a noisy denun- 
ciation of the Government, and a decision 
to collect forces for an effective demon- 
stration at the House of Commons. 

Hundreds of police were guarding the 
House in view of the projected reid, but 
the suffragettes repaired neverthéless to 
the vicinity, and after 8 o'clock made

300 SHIPS MANOEUVRE. 


British Naval War Game S!Imulates At- 
tack from Germanyward. 


LONDON, June 20.—The mobilization of 


al] British warships in home waters avall- 
able for immediate service was completed 
to-day for the annual naval manoeuvres, 
and Admiral Lord Charles Beresford finds 
h.mself in supreme command of a total of 
not less than 301 ships with an aggregate 
complement of 68,000 officers and men. 


With the exception of the coast guards, ' 


all these men are on the active list of 
the navy. 

Local pride in the record size of this 
fleet is pronounced, and the newspapers, 
while they proclaim that the array of 
such a force in the North Sea is in no 
manner connected with Germany, do not 
fail incidentally to compare this, the 
greatest, fleet ever assembled in the his- 
tory of the world, with the fleet of — 
two vessels with which Germany recently 
carried out her North Sea manoeuvres. 

Officially, all thought of reproducing 
the sea operations that might be expected 
in the event of difficulties with Germany 
is repudiated. Yet from the _ general 
character of the instructions issued it 
appears that Admiral Beresford, with the 
Channel fleet and the first cruiser squad- 
ron, based at Aalbek Bay, at the extreme 
north of Denmark, is to enact the part 
of the enemy and essay a descent on the 
eastern coast of Great Britain, which Ad- 
miral Bridgeman, Commander in Chief 
of the home fleet, with its base in the 
Firth of Forth, has to defend.

CZAR MAY MEET KAISER. | 


Two Emperors’ Yachts Likely to Come | 
Together in Baltic Waters. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 30.,—A meet- 
ing between Emperor Nicholas of Russia | 
and the Emperor of Germany on the Bal- | 
tic, an intimation of which appears in the 
Rech to-day, is considered here quite pos- | 
sible, although no information concerning | 
such an arrangement is yet available in} 
official quarters. | 

The Russian Foreign Office professes | 
entire ignorance on the subject, and even | 
Gen. Jocoby, the German member of the | 
Emperor's suite, who is in an exceptional 
position as Emperor William’s personal 
representative, has received no intima- 
tion that an interview between the two 
monarchs is impending. 

Emperor Nicholas is expected to re- 
sume his cruise this week in the Gulf of | 
Finland, from which he has received great | 
benefit, and nothing would be more nat- 
ural than that the two Emperors, finding 
themselves in the same waters, would | 
arrange a meeting similar to that at! 
Bjorkoe in 1905. On that occasion ar- | 
rangements were completed without re- 
sort to the usual diplomatic channels, the 
monarchs simply exchanging telegrams 
personally according to their frequent cus- 
tom and arranging for the meeting. 


PARIS MATIN SUED. 


Senator Humbert Complainant—Half a 
Dozen Duels May Result. 


PARIS, June 80.—A sensation has been 
created in Paris by the libel suit that 
Senator Humbert has brought against the 
Matin for involving him in the Rochette 
affair. Henri Rochette is the promater 
who was arrested in this city last March 
charged with conducting swindles on an 
enormous scale. 

Attorneys for Senator Humbert began 
the proceedings by calling many wit- 
nesses in an attempt to prove that the 
campaign conducted by the Matin was 
not disinterested. To-day the star witness 
was M. Mouthon, a former editor of the 
Matin, who has just published a book 
in which he exposes the alleged methods 
of the Matin and Maurice Bunau-Varilla 


in the Panama, Congo, and other affairs. 

M. Mouthon testified that he had con- 
ducted the Matin’s campaign against 
King Leopold, which was called off at 
the critical moment. This convinced him, 
he said, that the campaign was for the 
purpose of forcing King Leopold to capit- 
ulate to the Bunau-Varilla brothers, who 
were interested in the Congo railroad. 

During the recess of the trial this after- 
noon Lawyer Baudelot slapped the face 
of M. Jouvenel, a brother of an editor 
of the Matin. The latter replied by 
smashing his cane over Baudelot’s head. 
Half a dozen challenges to duels were 
exchanged during the mélée. 

Rochette asserts that the enmity of the 
Matin was due to the fact that he in- 
tended to back a rival newspaper. Sen- 
ator Humbert was at one time Secretary 
of the Matin Company. 


SULTAN’S GIFTS DECRIED. 


Greeks Want President’s Wife and 
Daughter to Refuse Decorations. 


Protest was made to President Roose- 


velt yesterday by Greeks of this city 
against the acceptance by the President’s 
wife and Mrs. Longworth of the decora- 
tions recently conferred on them by the, 
Sultan of Turkey. A telegram was sent! 
to the President at Oyster Bay yesterday 


by the daily Greek newspaper, Atlantis, 


which, {n part, said: 


Mr. President: 

In the name of three hundred thousand 
Greek men, residents of the United States, 
we desire to enter a protest against the ac- 
ceptance by Mrs. Roosevelt and Mrs. Long- 
worth of the decoration conferred on them 
by his Majesty the Sultan of Turkey. 

We protest, Mr. President, on the ground 
that such acceptance {ts contrary to the 
principles which guided the sons of the 
American Revolution, who framed the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 

We protest that the acceptance of such 
decoration will simply tend to convey the 
impression that in this Land of Liberty 
the gifts of the Sultan of Turkey are wel- 
comed. 

We hope that you will not lose sight of 
the fact that the Sultan who now wishes to 
confer an honor on Mrs. Roosevelt is the 
same Sultan whose barbarous hordes be- 
strode for centuries that beautiful land in 
which civilization had its cradle. 

It is the same Sultan who is responsible 
to-day for the blood that is being shed and 
the state of anarchy which exists in Mace- 
donta and Epirus; the same Sultan who only 
a few days ago covered with Christian blood 
the little Island of Samos 

We ask you, Mr. President, we the Greek- 
American citizens, who hold you dear in 
our hearts, that you should not allow this 
little double-faced diplomatic trinket to 
shine innocently on the breast of our re- 
spected First Lady of the Land. If you 
will only recall to Mrs. Roosevelt’s mind 
the words from Macbeth: 

** Bleed—bleed—poor country! 

Great tyranny! lay thou thy basis sure,

YOUNG’S FAMOUS CAREER. 


Most Remarkable Pitcher in Point of 
Excellent Service in Baseball. 


The performance of Denton T. (Cy) 
Young yesterday at the American League 


Park in shutting out the Yankees with- 
out a hit stamps him as the most remark- 
able pitcher in the history of major league 
baseball. Not only is he the oldest pitcher 
in National or American League ranks, 
but he is the only player in the history 
of the National pastime who has shut out 
an opposing team without a hit on een 
different occasions. In addition, he shares 
with John M. Ward the unique distinction 
of pitching a@:no-hit game with no player | 
reaching first base. Ward performed the 
feat for Providence against Buffalo in 
1880, while Young established his record 
on ay 15, 1904, against the Philadel- 
hia Athletics while pitching for Boston.

reached first base—Niles, on a base on 

“Cy” Young pitched his first no-hit 
game for Cleveland against Cincinnati in 
1897. This was in the National League. 
His next shut-out game was against the | 
Philadelphia Athletics in 1904, and his 
third yesterday. 

In addition to his remarkable record | 
for no-hit games, Young holds the record 
for effective pitching in the major league, 

itching fifty-four innings without a run} 
n 1904. | 
The last shut-out game in the American | 
League was on Sept. 27, 1905, when Din- | 
een did the trick for Boston against Chi- | 
cago. In the National League, Pfeffer 
for Boston against Cincinnati, and Mad- 
dox for Pittsburg against Brooklyn per- 
formed the “ shut-out”’ feat last year. 

Young was born at Gilmore, Ohio, March 
29, 1867, stands 6 feet in height, and 
weighs 210 unds. Canton, Ohio, was 
where ‘‘Cy” made his first appearance, 
and the Cleveland Club took him in charge 
that year, 1890, making eighteen years’ 
active pitching in the major league. He 
remained with Cleveland until that club 
was transferred to St. Louis, where he 
remained one year and then went to Bos- 
ton the first year of the American League.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Duliness and Traders. 


Nothing is more discouraging to the 
trader than the recurrence of duliness, 
because under such circumstances there 
is really no market in which to trade. The 
day-to-day trader is not so much con- 
cerned about a defihite position on the 
market as he is about being able to make 
quick trades and try to follow the gen- 
eral trend. He is openminded, for the 
and perfectly willing to buy 
stocks if there is a probability of a point 
or two profit on that side of the account, 
but he has no scruples about selling short 
when the possibility of adding to his bank 
account is more ‘or less clearly defined to 
be on that side It was not so much the 
reaction from the higher figures yesterday 
that disgruntled the trading fraternity as 
the return of that indefinable apathy 
which makes it impossible to do anything 
fin the market with any degree of satis- 
faction. Just at the moment there are 
three distinct types of tips to be heard; 
one bullish, based on the certainty of the 
Democratic candidate having no chance 
of election; one bearish, because, for- 
s00th, the Democratic platform may ex- 
press various things denunciatory of 
something or other, and then there is a 
very large element consistently main- 
taining the theory that the market will 
be a narrow one all Summer. 

,* 
Vagaries of Steel Common. 

One of the curiosities of the opening 
fange of prices was the variation in the 
quotations for Steel common. The aver- 
age treder in that stock who sees it close 
at one price expects to see it open at the 
game price, and he is surprised if there 's 
any change. A range of half a point in 
the first half hour or so, except in an 
excited market, causes much comment. 
Yesterday morning the opening price was 
88%, and approximately 3,000 shares were 
traded in at that figure. Then there was 
a sale of 5,000 shares at 38%, a ‘substan- 
tial block even for Steel common. That 
was the high figure for the day, and frac- 
tional reactions began immediately, until 
the stock had shown a break of five- 
eights of a point. It caused a great deal 
of comment among those who watched the 
ticker, which shows the relative value of 
fluctuations. If that had been in Union 
Pacific or Reading, no one would have 
paid any attention to it, but because it 
was in the more or less platid Steel stocks 
it was a topic of conversation.

Woes of the Small Broker, 


“There used to be a rule at one time,” 
gaid a broker on the floor yesterday, “ re- 
quiring the payment of commission bills 
on or before the tenth of the month, im- 
mediately following the month for which 
the bill was rendered. It was a good and 
useful rule. Even if it did not work in 
every case, it worked in most instances, 
and a fellow was sure of a substantial 
number of checks in the first week. Now- 
adays there is either no rule at all or a 
general one that the commission bills be 
paid any time within the month. The re- 
sult is that a lot of bills are paid almost 
on the last day, and some of them go over 
{nto the following month. I suppose 
brokerage firms gave just as good a right 
to take their time about paying bills as 
any one else, but in these hard times some 
of us like to see a prompt response to a 
bill. However, this is not a kick. If I 
could regulate it, bills would be payable 
ten minutes after they were presented, at 
least during such times as the present, 
when the pickings are not very elaborate. 
The income of the average $2 man from 
the execution of orders is not very ex- 
tensive on the average in periods when 
the total transactions are in the neighbor- 
hood of 200,000 shares a day.”’

Buying High-Grade Stocks, 


Before the panic a customer of one of 
the big wire houses was carrying a long 
line of speculative bonds, which, of 
course, felt the effect of the tremendous | 
decline in prices and showed him a com- 
paratively large loss. By judicious aver- 
aging he managed to convert the loss into 
an eventual profit, and then he closed up 
his speculative accounts and sold out 
all his speculative bonds. He is not the 
kind of man to permit his money to lie idle 
in bank, so it was expected that he would 
«0 into the market for high-grade invest-! 
ment bonds. But on the contrary, he 
refused to purchase even bonds legal for 
savings banks in this State and Mas- 
sachusetts, nor would he buy any other! 
kind of bond, although expressing the 
opinion that he deemed it wise 
surplus money into good securities, Fi- 
nally he made up his mind as to what he 
wanted to do, and began to purchase qui- | 
etly high-grade guaranteed stocks. The 
income return was not particularly hizh, | 
but he wag satisfied with the security, 
and figured that should a boom occur 
again there might be a handsome profit 
in his purchase,

BENNINGTON FOUND. 


Taken Back to Sanitarium from Which 
He Had Escaped. 
I. Newton Bennington, the former race- 


track plunger and turfman, who escaped 
on Sunday from Dr. Coombes's sani- 


tarium at Flushing, L. 1., where he had | 
been confined as a paretic for a year, | 


was found yesterday at the Hotel Im- 
perial in this city and turned over by the 
police to the sanitarium authorities. 
Bennington drove to the Imperial in a 
cab at 11 o'clock Monday night and 
walked jauntily to the desk and regis- 
| tered In his own name. 
| Despite his somewhat shabby clothing 
the night clerk remembered Bennington 
as a former guest, and assigned him to 
Room 83 on the eighth floor. He then 
walked back to the sidewalk, pald the 
cabman, and was shown to his rootn. 
Yesterday, however, Manager Town- 
send read in the morning papers of 
| Bennington's escape from the sanitarium 
‘and, while talking about it in the office 
|with others who had known Bennington 
lin his palmy days when he had been a 
| frequent guest at the hotel, was told by 
| the day clerk that Bennington was at 
‘that moment a guest In the house. The 


| West Thirtieth Street Police Station was | 


| immediately notified by Mr. Townsend 
and a search was begun. 

Bennington was not in his room, an 
was not located until 9 o'clock, when he 
| was found eating breakfast in the café. 
} Policeman Dunn, who had been sent over 
| from the station house in plain clothes, 
decided to handle the matter as diplo- 
matically as possible, and walking un- 
concernedly up to Bennington said: 
“ Hello, Newton! Hurry up and let’s go 
and have a drink and talk things over.” 
Bennington readily consented, and while 
in the café the policeman put the proposi- 
|tion to him of joining the Police Depart- 
ment. This seemed to appeal to Benning- 
ton’s idea of a good thing to do and he 
readily consented to go along’ with Dunn. 
In a few moments he found himself be- 
fore Lieut, Savage of the station house. 
The policeman then took Bennington irto 
his feet on the table chatting about his 
new “job” while the Lieutenant was 
telephoning to the sanitarium. 

Among the statements made by him 
while at the station house were that 
“Charley Gates, John Drake, and Cor- 
nelius Bliss, Jr., were putting up” for 
him at the saintarium, and that if he had 
his racing stable back he wouldn't take 
$250,000 for Beldame. He declared that 
when he “ got out’’ he would have rac- 
ling on Sunday. 

A few years ago Bennington was a con- 
spicuous figure at the race tracks. In a 
four years’ partnership with Fred Burley 
his horses showed a profit of over $500,- 
000 in stakes alone. He was for years one 


of the most successful plungers known to 

| the turf. He bought the great mare Bel- 
dame from August Belmont, and owned 
| De Mund at one time. Frank O'Neill, one 
of the best riders of those days, was Ben- 
| nington's jockey. 

Bennington later became interested in 
exploiting Bensonhurst, and, it was re- 
ported, lost a great deal of money in this 
and other real estate ventures. The be- 
ginning of the end of his prominence on 
the turf came when he sold De Mund to 
Paul Rainey for $40,000. The gradual dis- 
integration of his racing stable followed, 
and finally he retired to a farm near 
Newburg, a 
when his wife had him committed to the 
Sanitarium two years ago. 


TWO VERDICTS BY JURY. 


Six Jurors Say Deaths Were Due to 
Injuries and Five Blame Hospital. 


After deliberating half an hour yester- 
day afternoon, a jury of eleven men in 
Coroner Julius Harburger’s court brought 
in a majority and a minority verdict in 
the cases of Harry Rothstein and Mrs. 
Jennie Levy. Six members of the jury 
found that the man and woman came to 
their deaths from injuries, and the other 
five voted to ‘‘censure the Superintend- 
ent of Beth Israel Hospital for permit- 
ting their removal when tn a@ precarious 
condition.” 

Harry Rothstein, it was shown by the 
testimony, had jumped from a five-story 
window at 130% Monroe Street, on June 
18, and tn falling struck Mrs. Levy. Both, 
seriously injured, had been taken to Beth 
Israel Hospital, from which they were 
soon after removed to Gouverneur Hosp!- 
tal, where both died within an hour or so 
after their arrival. Supt. Armstrong com- 
plained of the removal of the patients In 
a dying condition and suggested an in- 
vestigation. 

The testimony of Supt. Frank of Beth 
Israel and of Drs. Grizzard and Arthur 
of Gouverneur as to who was responsible 
for the removal of Rothstein and Mrs. 
Levy conflicted. Supt. Frank declared he 
was willing to keep the patients; that he 
had prematurely discharged two patients 
that he might do so, but that the Gou- 
verneur Hospital surgeons insisted on 
taking them away. 

Drs. Grizzard and Arthur testified that 
they did not want to take the man and 
woman away, but that Supt. Frank in- 
sisted and agreed to accept all responsi- 
bility for their removal. 

Coroner Harburger, after summing up 
the evidence, charged the jury to bring 
in a verdict of censure if, in their opinion, 


the Harburger law, making {t a criminal 


offense to move patients critically ill, had 
been violated. 

Upon the announcement of the two ver- 
dicts, the Coroner said that the verdict of 
the majority was the only one which 
could be accepted, and therefore no one 
Was censured, but he wished to warn all 
the hospitals that he would rigidly in- 

|vestigate every case in which it was sus- 
pected that patients had been moved 
when critically ill or dying.

Court Directs Jury to Find That 
Mayor Was Legally Elect- 
ed in 1905. 


SAYS THERE WAS NO FRAUD 


from these 112 boxes, where in one box 48 
votes appeared in excess of the names 
on the poll book, could not honestly be 
counted as indicating the will of the peo- 
le. He held that the burden of proof 
ad shifted, and that it was incumbent 
on the Mayor to prove his right to the 
certificate of election. His entire argu; 
ment,.was based on the ‘ uncertainty 

of te election because of the discrep- 
ancles between the boxes and poli books. 

Mr. Shearn said it was not a question 
as to whether 20,000 or 30,000 voters were 
going to be disfranchised, but rather the 
disfranchisement of the 255,000 who voted 
for Hearst. He concluded with: 

‘““We are barred from going into the 
common cause of fraud in elections. We 
cannot prove repeating. No doubt the 
crosses of the repeaters were tre most 
perfect we saw.” . 

Justice Lambert then charged the jury.

peal Will Be Taken—McClelian 
Gives Out a Statement. 


In concise terms, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Lambert, who has been presiding 
over the quo warranto suit brought by 
Attorney General Jackson to oust George 
B. McClellan as Mayor of this city, di- 
rected the jury yesterday to render a 
verdic: to the effect that Mr. McClellan 
was duly and legally elected, and that no 
evidence to sustain the charges of fraud 
in the election of 1905 had been disclosed. 
This the jury did without leaving the box. 

The verbatim charge of the court to the 


jury follows: 

Gentlemen, it is mot necessary that I 
should explain to you the reasons which 
actuate me in reaching the judgment which 
I do in this case, It is not important that 
I should go over the record of the evidence 
with respect to the duties performed by 
the Inspectors of Election, or the officers 
who took part in it, but it must appear to 

u as it does to me, that the accuracy of 
he original canvass was quite as complete 
@nd certain as the one reached here by this 


dy. 

The evidence disclosed here shows that 
there was no fraud, so far as the conduct 
of those officers were concerned, as appear- 
ing from direct evidence, and we found in 
the boxes votes that corresponded to the 
record they made of the official returns 
upon that night. I only speak of this for 
the purpose of exonerating those men from 
the charge of fraud that was made here. 
There has been a complete abandonment 
upon the part of the people of the effort 
to make out the case alleged in this com- 
piaint, except in the one instance that is now 
urged here that should go to you, 

, have reached the conclusion that if 
people could be disfranchised—if the legal 
voters could be disfranchised so readily as 
it is sought to be done here, that this form 
of government of ours would not endure a 
great length of time. The evidence is en- 
tirely unsatisfactory so far as I am con- 
cerned to show the inaccuracy of the lists of 
voters and the votes that were given to 
these men upon that occasion. I would not 
permit, if you were to find a verdict here 
ousting the present Mayor from the position 
he occupies—I would not permit such a 
verdict to stand, based upon this evidence. 

Therefore I direct you to render a verdict 
that this man McClellan, whatever his name 
is— 

Here several lawyers in court called | 
out “George B. McClellan,” and the} 
court went on: 
George B. McClellan was elected Mayor of 
the City of New York at the November 
election, 1905. : 


Motion for New Trial Denied. 


The verdict was then formally rendered 
by the jury. immediately following Clar- 
emce J. Shearn, counsel for Mr. Hearst, 
took an exception to it and asked for a 
new trial. This was denied. Then Eugene 
Lamb Richards, Jr., who has nad charge 
of the fight for Mayor McClellan, asked 
for an extra allowance of $2,000 to be 
charged against Hearst 

Mr. Shearn, protesting, said: 

‘“‘Mr. Hearst was forced into the suit 

ainst his will 2nd by force of arms by 

e judgment of the court.” ' 

Eventually Justice Lambert directed 
both sides to submit briefs on the point 
and reserved decision. 

Justice Lambert thanked the jury for 
the careful attention they had given the 
case, and said that he had entered an 
order directing that they be paid $10 a 
day each, instead of the regulation $2 a | 
day, for their services. As they served | 
fifty-one days, each juror will receive 

516. or the total sum of $6,120 for the 
welve. 

Mr. Richards was pleased by the court's 
charge to the jury. e said that he never 
had any doubt as to the result. Mr. 
Shearn took the verdict in his usual im- 

erturabable manner, and while declining 
© comment on it did say: ‘‘ We have 
had an eminently fair trial, I feel.’’ Coun- 
sel for both sides made speeches of thanks 
to the jury, and after a general hand- 
shaking all ardund the recount trial was 
over. 

Although no official announcement has 
been made, it has been practically settled 
that no appeal will be taken from the 
verdict. t is known that Charles A. 
Dolson, who was appointed special coun- 
sel by Attorrey General Jackson to prose- 
cute the case, has for some time past 
been of the opinion that no fraud had 
been shown to have been committed. In 
summing up yesterday morning, he care- 
fully avoided the use of the word “ fraud," 
and based his argument on the uncer- 
tainty of knowing the will of the people 
in the districts where the number of bal- 
lots exceeded the number of voters’ names 
in the poll books. On this ground he 
asked to have the whole vote for these 
districts thrown out. 

The events of the day began with the 
declaration by Justice Lambert that he 
wanted to finish the case that day. Then 
it was announced that the envelopes con- 
taining the disputed and void ballots from 
the forty-three Richmond eleetion dis- 
tricts could not be found, and it was 
agreed to take the original count. The 
same agreement was reached in the three 
outstanding Manhattan boxes. This made! 
Hearst’s net gain for the recount 860 
votes, based on the original plurality to 
McClellan of 3,834.

My final plurality for the office of Mayor 
in the eleciion of 1905 has been fixed at 
2,965 in the quo warranto proceeding before 
Justice Lambert in the Supreme Court. My 
final official plurality as declared by the 
Board of County Canvassers in December, 
1905, was 3,474. The contestant has gained, 
therefore, in this action, but the sum of 509 
votes, due solely, as I am advised, to legal 
decisions on certain disputed ballots. In 
fact, my total vote is shown to have been 
228,665 instead of 228,434, as declared by 
the official count, thus proving that I have 
actually gained In gross votes, not lost, 
through the recount. 


Cost Mayor $40,000 and Legal Fees. 


What this controversy has cost the con- 
testant I do not know. I do know, how- 
ever, that I, the legally elected Mayor of 
this city, have been forced to pay over 
$40,000 to defend my title, not including 
counsel fees, which are still substantially 
unpaid. I know, moreover, that the tax- 
payers of the State of New York have been 
forced to contribute heavily to the expenses 
of the contestant because of the extraordl- 
nary and unprecedented action of the At- 
torney General in bringing the contest in 
the name of the State. If any one was en- 
titled to receive State aid in this proceed- 
Ing one might have thougnt that it should 
have been the legally elected Mayor rather 
than the contestant. And the result of this 
enormous expense and this protracted liti- 
gation has been to increase my total vote 
and to diminish my official plurality by 
about 500 disputed ballots. 

Aside from any personal feeling on the 
subject, I welcome tnis outcome for two 
reasors. It nét only proves the honesty and 
Integrity of all officials having charge of 
the counting of ballots on election night in 
the City of New York, but also demon- 
strates once and for all that accusations of 
fraud in this respect are, and of necessity 
must be, malicious and false. That 600,912 
votes cast for the office of Mayor should 
be recanvassed in full before a court and 
jury and that the total change should be only 
508 votes is little short of marvelous. Es- 
pecially is. this so when it is remembered 
that there were over 10,000 protested and 
disputed ballots. 


Why He Contested the Suit. 


As to my own position in this whole con- 
troversy, I have but little to add. From 
the outset I belleved that I owed a duty to 
those citizens of the city who elected me to 
be their Mayor. In justice to them I could 
not abandon my case, nor could I refuse to 
defend my title. Despite criticism and mis- 
representation, I have stood simply and 
consistently for obedience to the law of our 
State. At every step of this contest I have 
willingly conceded to my opponent every- 
thing to which he was entitled under the 
law, but I have contested every attempt to 
go outside and beyond the law to his per- 
sonal advantage. From the very beginning 
of this controversy I have never had the 
slightest suspicion of doubt as to the fair- 
ness or honesty of my election. I joined 
with my opponent in his request for an in- 
spection of the original tally sheets, and 
also in his petition for a recanvass of the 
vold and protested ballots, both of which 
he claimed would show his election without 
further action. 

The result of these proceedings, however, 
proved disastrous to his claims, and should 
have convinced every fair-minded citizen of 
the utter falsity of his charges. I then met 
him squarely and fairly on an issue WW fact 
before Attorney General Mayer, to whom he 
had applied for permission to begin an 
action of quo warranto. This, by the way, 
was the only review of the charges made 
by the contestant which has ever been had 
before the present trial. The result of that 
application is well known, After protract- 
ed heariugs and @ minute inquiry into all 
the facts of the controversy the Attorney 
General decided that the contestant had 
utterly failed to make out a case, that con- 
ceding the contestant every one of his 
claims the highest net gain he could possibly 
make would be less than 1,600 votes, and 
that the State should not permit the insti- 
tution of such an unnecessary and useless 
action. 

In the light of subsequent events Attor- 
ney General Mayer’s judgment in fore- 
telling the result of the recanvass and his 
courage in throwmeg the case out of court 
contrasts strangely with the action of the 
present Attorney General, who did not 
hesitate, without any hearing whatsoever, 
to plunge the taxpayers of the State into 
an extravagant and utterly useless litigation 
at the dictation of a defeated and dis- 
credited candidate. 

Throughout this case I have fought for 
two principles. First, that a contestant 
must follow the existing law in prosecuting 
a contest, so that if the matter should ever 
be brought to an issue each might be as- 
sured of impartial and fair treatment. 
And, secondly, that once the verdict of the 
people has been properly registered at the 
polls, it should be regarded as a final 
verdict. 


Benefits to the State. 


For taking this course I have no regret. 
In looking back over this controversy for 
the past two years and a half, I cannot 
see where I would have acted differently 
were I to retrace the various steps in this 
contest. I feel, however, that the position 
I have taken has had certain results, the 
value of which can never be wholly lost. 
It has shown that under our Constitution 
a contestant cannot be allowed to obtain a 
favorable statute from the Legislature 
which would deprive a legally elected 
official of his right to defend his title to 
office. It has discouraged the the bring- 
ing of election contests of this sort for the 
future, and has helped a little to render 
the declaration of the count on election 
night more final and decisive, And lastly, 
it has shown the utter futility of involving 
the machinery of the courts and of the 
State in a contest, where no foundation of 
fraud has ever been laid, but which has 
been based upon nothing but the wild and 
reckless statements issued by a contestant 
for his own peculiar political purposes. 

The conviction that I have accomplished 
these things and that I have contributed 
toward the stability of our etections in the 
future has largely repaid me for my own 
personal inconvenience and loss. Had one 
iota of evidence ever been brought before me 
showing the possibility of fraud, or had I at 
any time the slightest suspicion that my elec- 
tion was not honestly obtained I might have 
followed a different course, but In the ab- 
sence of any such evidence I have never seen 
why I should consent to an expensive and 
protracted recanvass of the votes at the dic- 
tation of a defeated candidate, when such 
a recanvass, if conducted in the manner de- 
sid by him, might seriously have imper- 
jled my plurality because of the possibility 
of technical and inconsistent rulings on the 
numerous protested ballots, or because of 
the disadvantage in which I 
placed in proving my case 
forms of legal procedure. 

It must be remembered that the law only 
provides one way for a fair and honest re- 
count, and that is before a court and a 
jury, which can only be obtained by the 
bringing of a quo warranto action after a 
prima facie case has been made out before 
the Attorney General. 

I have never troubled myself particularly 
over the charge that for the purpose of 
holding my office I was willing to conceal 
a fraud. Such a charge seemed to me so 
utterly despicable and so far beneath con- 
temnt as to be unworthy of the slightest 
attention. 

I reatize that the course TI have followed 
has not been the most popular one, I real- 
ize that it has not been to my political 
advantage to have refused to establish a 
precedent which In years to come must have 
proved disastrous for the State and Nation, 
but I have preferred keeping my oath of 
office to the furtherance of my own polit- 
ical ambitions, and for tdking that course I 
offer no apology.

He visited the rooms of 
the Aero Club of America during the 
day and was particularly interested in 
the proposed flight on Saturday of Glenn 
H. Curtiss at Hammondsport, who will 
endeavor to fly one kilometer or more to 
win The Scientific American's cup. 

“The success of the French aeronauts 
and the excellent results achieved by 
the leading members of the Aeronautic 
Experiment Associatlon at Hammonds- 
port,” said Mr. Chanute, ‘‘ have removed 
all doubt that the worst problems in suc- 
cessful navigation of the air have been 
overcome, I af sorry I shall be unable 
to witness the flight, but business in Chi- 
cago compels me to leave for the West 
to-morrow. 

“The apathy that has been apparent in 
this country on questions of aeriai prog- 
ress is fortunately passing away. ‘his 
apathy was undoubtedly due to the suc- 
cess of the Wright brothers, causing other 
inventors to fear that they could not 
succeed without the expenditure of large 
sums of money and long training. 

“The men abroad have been pursuing 
a wise course. They have made public 
experiments and freely invited all com- 
petitors to see their machines and wit- 
ness their fiights. In this way they have 


all learned something from one another, 
and this excellent policy has been fol- 
lowed by the members of the Hammonds- 
port Association, with the result that 
greater progress has recently been made 
in America with heavier-than-air ma- 
chines than in several years past. 

The greatest problem that inventors 
along these lines have hitherto had to 
contend with has been the motor. I will 
not say that the American motors are 
better than those used abroad, for four 
highly perfected motors have been used in 
the successful foreign machines, but we 
are now making very efficient airship en- 
gines, and within a short time I fully ex- 
pect to see flights of several miles 
achieved. 

“Barely two years ago the Wright 
brothers determined to equip their ma- 
chine with a new motor and made a can- 
vass of the entire country, but were un- 
able to find anything at all satisfactory, 
and finally designed and built their own 
motor.”’ 

In speaking of the practical value of 
heavier-than-air machines, Mr. Chanute 
said he believed an entirely new type 
would have to be developed before such 
machines could attain any great efficien- 
cy. The present form, which has been 
used almost entirely by Farman and Dela- 
grange in France and by the Hammonds- 
port experimenters, is of the double- 
decker aeroplane type. It is really an 
adaptation of the original design made by 
Mr. Chanute when he was experimenting 
in 1896 with A. M. Herring. After ex- 
perimenting with the Lillienthal type he 
discarded that and adopted the Bria e 
truss form, which offers a maximum stiff- 
ness with a minimum of weight. 

‘The real value of the machines we now 
have will be seen in three ways: First, 
for sport; second, for reconnoissance in 
war; and third, for exploring hitherto in- 
accessible places, as tropical woods, de- 
serts, and other unkn@wn localities. They 
will surely be serviceable in cafrying dis- 
patches, and there is no reason why they 
should not be utilized in carrying maiis 
for short distances. For the highly prac- 
tical machine of the future, however, we 
want one that will be automatic, relieving 
the great strain on the overator, and one 
that offers the least possible resistance.” 


AIR IS NAVIGABLE. 


Zeppelin Says the Secret Is In Using 
Bodies of Great Size. 


DRESDEN, June 30.—Count Von Zep- 
pelin, the aeronaut, spoke before the So- 
ciety of German Engineers yesterday on 
the subject of steerable balloons. The 
basis of all his endeavors and the founda- 
tion of his conviction that the air was 
navigable had been the observation, he 
declared, that the resistance of the air to 
a moving body decreased in proportion to 
the increase of the surface going against 
the air. The truth of this statement had 


been confirmed by various investigators 
and was of the deepest significance, and 
in attempting to fly through the air 
bodies of great size must be made use of. 

The assertion of Prof. Hemholtz that 
airships driven by their own power were 
impossible appeared to rest on the as- 
sumption that air navigation followed the 
same laws as water navigation, whereas 
quite the contrary was true. It had been 
affirmed that airships of such great size 
as he was constructing were impracti- 
cable, the Count continued, because they 
could not land on the ground and must 
limit their descents to water surfaces. 
This he said was incorrect, as proper 
landing stages cduld be constructed on 
land without much difficulty. 

Count Von Zeppelin spoke with modesty 
regarding his own work, which he seemed 
to consider only a beginning. Hé proposed 
the foundation of an institute, adequately 
endowed, to test and develop new ideas 
in airship navigation. Such an tinstitu- 
tion should employ engineers to carry on 
original experiments, and maintain a 
trained staff, and the Count said he would 
gladly contribute to its foundation. 


$100,000 FOR WRIGHTS? 


if They Can Fly Thirty-one Miles 
Twice In Eight Days’ Time. 


PARIS, June 380.—The Journal des 
Débats, in its issue of this gfsternoon, 
says that the Wright brothers, the Amer- 
ican aeronauts, have signed a contract 
with Lazare Weiller, who is acting for a 
syndicate which offers the Wrights $100,- 
000 for their patents. The conditions of 
the contract are, first, that the aero- 
plane, with two persons aboard, flies 
thirty-one miles in a closed circuit, and, 
second, that it repeats this performance 
within eight days in the presence of a 
committee. 

If another aeroplane accomplishes this 
same feat within four months of the time 
that the Wrights make their successful 
flight, the contract is to become void. 
The Journal’s story, however, lacks con- 
firmation. H. O. Berg, who is financially 
interested in the experiments of the 
Wright brothers, later declared there was 
no truth in it. 


NEW MILITARY AIRSHIP. 


German Steerable War Balloon Per- 
forms Satisfactorily. 


BERLIN, June 30.—A new military 
steerable airship, designed by Major 
Gross, Chief of the Balloon Corps of the 
army, made its first ascent at Tegel to- 
day. The ship, which is 200 feet long and 


33 feet in diameter, is propelled by two 
motors of 75 horse power each. 

The trial trip to-day lasted for one hour 
and a half, and was highly successful. 
The experiments will be continued.

JAIL FOR CANON CHASE. 


Court Gives Him the Option of Being 
Sentenced for Appeal Purposes. 


Canon William BSheafe Chase, rector of 
Christ Church, Brooklyn, wants to appeal 
from Justice Marean’s ruling against him 
for contempt of court, but the appeal can- 
not hold, as the court has suspended sen- 
tence. To appeal to the Appellate Divis- 
jon, the Canon must present himself be- 
fore Justice Marean and be sentenced to 
ail. 
Several months ago Justice Marean sum- 
moned Canon Chase before him to explain 
an interview in a newspaper in which the 
clergyman was quoted as criticising a de- 
cision by Justice Marean. The Canon's 
explanation did not satisfy the court, and 
the Justice orally found him guilty, but 
suspended sentence, Since then Canon 
Chase has been trying to get the matter 
before the Appellate Division, but has met 
legal obstacles. Yesterday Justice Marean 
offered to help him, and submitted the 
terms to Ralph K. Jacobs, counsel for the 
clergyman. 

‘*T will be in court on July 31,”’ said the 
Justice, ‘‘If Mr. Chase insists on going 
on with the matter, let him come before 
Me personally and I will sentence him. I 
am free to say that I do not think a fine 
would be proper in this case. Let him 
come here then on July 31, if he desires 
to perfect this appeal, and I will sentence 
him to jail.’’ 


CLUB SUPERINTENDENT OUT. 


Secretary Says That the Club Accounts 
Are All Right.

BURGLARY INSURANCE 
NOW UNDER A TRUST: 


New York Companies Form an; 
Association to Increase Reve- 
nue and Scale Commissions. 


MINIMUM POLICIES RAISED 


No Policy for Less Than $1,000, with 
Premium of $12, Will Be Issued— 
$80,000,000 Written Last Year. 


At a recent meeting of every burglary 
insurance company doing business in this 
city, news gf which was kept secret until 
yesterday, the business of writing burg- 
lary insurance was organized practically 
into a trust. Representatives of every 
burglary insurance company of New York 
~—twenty-one in all—attended the meeting, 
at which the Burglary Insurance Under- 
writers’ Association was formed, to con- 
trol hereafter the writing of burglary in- 
surance. D. W. Armstrong, President of 
the National Surety Company, was elected 
President, and S. B. Brewster of the 
Aetna Indemnity Company Secretary. 

No attempt to raise the rates has been 
made yet, but beginning with this morn- 
ing a new schedule of agents’ commis- 
sions will become effective. All the com- 
panies have agreed to increase the mini- 
mum amount of a single policy from $730 
to $1,000. The charge for $750 of insur- 
ance was $10 a year. The new policy of 
$1,000 will cost $12 a year for insurance 
against burglary only, and $15 a year for 
&@ policy of $1,000 covering not only burg- 
lary, but theft and larceny as weil. 

Heretofore commissions of 30 per cent. 
have been given, and in some cases this 
percentage has been exceeded. Under the | 
new scale a!l commissions will be for 
25 per cent. of the premium, and on and 
after Aug. 1 renewal commissions will be 
scaled down to this rate. 

The companies in the new arrangement 
wrote more than $80,000,000 worth of in-| 
surance last year and earned premiums 
exceeding $1,000,000. The organization 
was believed to be necessary because of 
the recent heavy losses by burglaries. 


RARE VIOLIN AND BOW STOLEN. 


Saxony Instrument of Great Value 
Taken from B. D. Thorner. 


Headquarters detectives are searching 
the pawnshops for a rare old Saxony 
violin of great value and a Laney bow, 
inlaid with pearls and ivory, both of 


which were stolen from the home of Ber- 
nard D. Thorner at 18 East Eighty-sev- 
enth Street. With the violin and bow 
there disappeared also about $1,000 worth 
of jewelry and trinkets, as well as two 
rere and a pair of binoculars worth 
$100. 

The thefts ocourred while Mr. and Mrs, 
Thorner were in Buffalo recently. Eu- 
gene Thorner, a son of Mr. Thorner, re- 
ported the robbery to the East Bighty- 
eighth Street Police Station, and when 
he returned found that the janitor and 
Policeman Hearn had seen the light 
which he left burning and had broken 
into the apartment for the second time, 
thinking that burglars were inside. The 
janitor and the policeman broke a win- 
dow to get in, and the glass falling upon 
a piano, damaged it to the extent of about 
$50, besides ruining a curiously wrought 
music rack. 


THIEF POSED AS A PAINTER. 


Many Houses Undergoing Repairs 
Robbed by Clever Crook. 


Several Headquarters detectives and the 
plain clothes men of the upper east side 
precincts are trying to catch a burglar 


who has robbed many homes in that sec- 
tion by. posing as a pamter. The man has 
appeared at several houses where patnters 
have been at work, timing nis arrival so 
that the regular painters would be at 
lunch. His plan has been to tell the 
servant in the houses robbed that he 
would wait until the other painters re- 
turned from their mid-day meal. 

By the time the regular painters re- 
turned the bogus workman has invariably 
disappeared, and with him has usually 
gone whatever valuables he was aple to 
lay his hands on. William H. Jackson 
of 825 Madison Avenue was robbed in 
this way recently, losing several hundred 
dollars’ worth of jewelry and bris-a-brac. 
He reported the affair to Headquarters, 
g'ving a description of the man and his 
method of effecting the theft. 


TWO ARRESTS AT THE TRACK. 


Field Visitors Charged with Accepting 
Money In Making Bets. 


Two arrests on charges of violating the 
anti-betting law by exceeding the limits 
the police have made for “ oral betting ”’ 
constituted the police record at the 


Sheepshead Bay race track yesterday. In 
both cases the plain-clothes men who 
made the arrests charged that the pris- 
oners accepted money for bets made. 

One prisoner was A. Cline, brother of a 
field-stand bookmaker, and so identified, 
to the satisfaction of the police, with 
professional | betting. The other man, 
Adolph Leichling, who said he was a 
casual visitor from Elizabethport, N. J., 
was unknown to any of the track Offi- 
cials or betting men, but the police as- 
serted that he conducted his operations 
in professionali style and accepted money 
with such eagerness as to betray him- 
self to the detectives. Both arrests were 
made in the field inclosure, which held 
the largest crowd that had been there 
for a week. 

The increased attendance in both the 
field and grand stands was said by bet- 
ting men to be due to the cutting out of 
the telegraph wires, the restrictions thus 
put on the city poolrooms sending many 
persons who formerly bet in the city to 
the race course. 


CLOSE LA BOURGOGNE CLAIMS 


Steamship Line Turns Over $35,051 to 
United States Commissioner. 


The Compagnie Générale Transatlan- 
tique, in order to free itself from further 
litigation, some time ago turned over to 
United States Commissioner Alexander, as 
trustee, $35,051 as a fund to pay the death 
claims pending because of the loss of life 
by the sinking of the liner La Bourgoyne 
ten years ago. 

A. motion made yesterday before Judge 
Hough in the United States District Court 
developed the fact thar the relatives of 
the hundreds of passengers who perished 
in the ocean disaster will not benefit out 
of the fund paid into the court .to settle 
death claims. The lawyers admit that if 
all of the claimants other than the fifty- 
six that continued the litigation which 
was carried to the United States Supreme 
Court are allowed to claim a proportionate 
share of the money there will not be 
enough to go around. They furthey say 
that thus far the legal expenses have been 
so heavy that on settlement the $35,051 
will be absorbed as fees.

Magistrate Walsh, in the Jefferson Mar- 
ket Court, denounced the sale of peddlers’ 
licenses, and sent a letter complaining of 
the practice of the Mayor’s Marshal. 

“It is a burning shame and disgrace,” 
said Magistrate Walsh, ‘ the brazen man- 
ner in which these licenses are sold to 
every Tom, Dick, and Harry who has the 


price. Ten, twelve, and fifteen dollars are 
the usual prices paid for these licenses 
by ignorant foreigners who are not en- 
titled to them.
